Tanks Traps And Land 
Mines Are Set 


Paris, Sept. 8. 

It is learned that Belgium has 
already taken military precau- 
tions and “security measures” 
which are co-ordinated with the 
French Maginot Line, and will 
bring the fortifications along the 
German frontier to full defence 
strength. 

The Belgian sovernment — has 
fbrought fresh effectives to the castern 
frontier forts and has raised their 
number and capacity, moved up all 
the necessary artillery munitions and 
completed a system of tank traps, 
Jald mines under ail fortifications and 
bridges and tunnels in case of a 
forced evacuation, 

It is stated that the steps already 
taken by the Belgians might be con- 
sidered as preliminary to mobilisa- 
tton, which could be completed with-

PALESTINE 
SITUATION 
WORSENS 


Unprecedented Violence 
In Organised Riots 


Jerusalem, Sept. 8. 

A renewed outbreak of dis- 
orders in Palestine assumed un- 
precedented proportions yester- 
day. . 

Arab irregulars are now 
organised into fighting forma- 
tions and are giving cach day a 
new testimony of their growing 
strength. 

One of their latest coups was the 
blacking out of the town of Haifa. 
The Arab command gave the order 
on Tuesday and promptly at 9 p.m. 
yesterday it was carried out by the 
population tn all parts of the town. 
The “blackout" facilltated the shoot- 
Ing that followed. 

Jaffa Mkewilse experienced a re- 
erudescence of disorders and shoot- 
Ing. Following a rald upon the main 
police station, in which the: Arab 
guerilla fighters succeeded in getting 
possession of two cfises of ammuni- 
tlon, a number of armed persons 
foreed their way into the offices of 
the city council. They ordered the 
afficials to put up their hands, search- 
ed all cupboards and drawers, and 
then made off with all money they 
had ‘discovered. ‘ 

Teaficts, purposing to emanate 
from “the Provisional National 
Govérnment,” and containing an ex- 
hortation to fight against the Mandate 
troops, were distributed in. Jaffa 
yesterday. Some of the lcafiets were 
pasted up on‘the walls and doors of 
Mosquex. | 

The authoritfes have placed the 
town once more under Martial Law.’ 
All shops closed at 6 p.m.,.and no 
civilians ore allowed to appear on 
the streets after 8 p.m. All lights 
have to be put out by 9 p.m., while 
it is a punishoble offence to turn on 
the wireless or, to put on gramophone 
records.

- Rinse the articles thorough- 
ly, Ict them stand on a tray to 
drain, Pollsh with a soft absorbent 
cloth. Either cotton or linen will 
do, but it should not be fufty and 
must be dry. 

Decanters and similar 
should be rinsed immediately they 
are emptied. If you let them dry 
dirty they give you no end of tro- 
ble, as the residue dried hard is very 
dificult to remove successfully. 

When wine or similar Hquid has

They may then be 
stored without any further treat- 
ment.

Next Week 


Influx of Refugees May 
Mean More Students 


"Tho University opens on Monday 
next, September 12, with the pros- 
pect of silghtly larger numbers than 
jn previous years, muinly a result 
of, tho influx of Chinese from South 
China. The Hostels are likely, to be 
taxed to the utmost of thelr capacity, 
and it fs possible that a certain 
number of senior students may have 
.to fo into outside lodgings. 

Changes in Courses,—Certain 
changes In courses {n the University 
are now under consideration. It 13 
probable, for example, that students 
entering upon courses In enginecring 
will graduute not ag engineers’ who 
have specialised in any particular 
branch of engineering but after a 
course fn the principles of engincer- 
Ing xenerally. Ve: soon too, pro- 
posals will be made separating the 
study of Fxlueation from the ordin- 
ory course for the B.A. degreo in 
order that it may be made a post- 
yraduate course Icading to a Diploma 
in Education. The reason for this 
change jis to enable the Education 
- Department of the University to give 
much more thorough training in the 
art of teaching. The change is part 
of a general scheme for the improve- 
ment of the training of teachers of 
all grades in the Colony. 

Physical Education.—Although in- 
dividual students of .the University 
have often achleved distinction In 
sports, and although in team games 
the reputation of the University ds 
wood, it remains the truth that a 
very large number of the studenty of 
the University play no games and 
take insufficient exercise, The 
world has grown aware of the im- 
portance of physical education and 
Hongkong should not lag. 

His Excellency the Governor has 
offered a trophy for competition, not 
for any specific fame ‘but for 
organised work in physical exercises. 
The competitlon will be organised by 
Hostels and will include provision 
for women equally with men. It is 
antleipated that emphasis on the im- 


portance - of -physical-.cducatlon-—will-|——___.

Peace Scholarships 

New Scholarships—During — the 
course of the coming = session re- 
gulations will be made for the award 
of new scholarships, Four scholar~ 
ships for Chinese students from 
Chinese Universities to enable them 
to continue their studies in the 
University of Hongkong will be 
finnneed by the Sino-British Cultural 
Association and the — University. 
The Trustees of the Britlsh Boxer 
Indemnity Funds have made a grant 
to the Sino-British Cultural Associa- 
tion to enable that Association to 
‘pay its part of the cost of the 
scholarships. Further, as announced 
some months ago, Captain Walter 
Bosman who was born jn Hongkong, 
but has spent: almost all of his pro- 
fessional Hfe as an engineer in 


South Africa, proposes to endow cer- | ~ 


tain scholarships to be called 
Peace Scholarships. The terms on 
which these scholarships will be 
awarded are, at Captain Bosman’s 
wish, to be based on the example of 
the Rhodes Scholarships. The de- 
falls wilt be announced when’ Cap- 
tain Bosman's consent to the con- 
ditions has ‘been received. Captain 
Bosmun’s gift is the largest single 
endowment for scholarships that the 
University has received in its his- 
tory. 


New members of Staff.—Mr, H. L. 
Mackenzie, who‘has been appointed 
Junior Lecturer in English, has or- 
rived to take’up his duties, and 
shortly an appointment to the vacant 
Professorship of Obstetrics and

“War Relief and Social Work.—lt

The Government had no objections 
to collections belng'. made = for 
charitable and deserving objects, but 
they did object to the methods belng 
used by. some people, such na public 
processions, the beating of gongs, and 
the flylng of bunners in the streete, 
These remarks were made by -the 
Assistant Crown Solicitor, Mr. W. 4. 
Lackhart-Smith, at the conclusion of 
the case against five Chinese men 
who were summoned before Mr, Q. 
A, A. Macfadyen at the Kowloon 
Magistracy yesterday In connection 
with an unauthorised procession In 
Shamshuipo on August 20, 

Mr. Lockhart-Smith further sold 
that he bad spoken to the Hon, Mr, 
T. H.. King,.Commissloner of Pollce, 
only that morning, and Mr, King had 
sojd he did not wish to take a 
vindlctlve view of the matter, There 
had been o lot of publicity given to 
these collections, and he belleved the 
hawkers now understood tho attitude 
of the authorities in the matter, | 
.At a time when hostilities have 
been going on for over a year, it was 
essential that the Government romain 
strictly neutral. 

The men concerned were Yip Kan, 
Wong Ying-wah and Leung Cheung, 
accused “of organising and par- 
ticiputing In the procession, and Fan 
Chak and Cheung Tal, two motor 
lorry drivers, atleged to have been 
participants.

always to clean jt thoroughly, Every 
traco of soupy water. must be rinsed 
away, ond the polishing done with 
a dry cloth. 
Ordinary glassware, such an tum- 
’; Dlers and table dishes are best 
washed in warm soapy water uslng 
a small brush to get In the crevices. 
If the glassware has any grease on 
Jt, as with butter dishes, a Httle 
borax should be added to the water. 

After washing well, the soapy 
water should be well rinsed from 
the articles In clean, cool water, to 
which a little wash-blue hus been 
added. This will ensure a_brilllant 

.-- lustre. .Rinse the arllcles thorough- 
ly, let them stand on a tray to 
drain, Pollsh with a soft absorbent 
cloth, Either cotton or linen will 
do, but it should not be fluffy and 
must be dry.

May Yoho, when sho was at the 
height ‘of hor beauty and musical

famous belle of the ‘ gay 

‘nincties whose name is per- 
haps familiar to many of the 
older residents of the Colony is 
May Yohe. Sho was one of the 
most glamorous actresses of-her 
generation, and may be, more- 
over, ‘considered nx Hongkong 
personality; for during various 
times in her colourful and 
tumultuous career, she made the 
Colony her temporary home, 
and so accordingly has passed 
into local history. 


May Yohe (whose real name was 
Mary Augusta Yohe) was born .at 
Bethlehem, Pa., on April 6, 1869. 
She was the daughter of Captain 
William Yohe,. an American army 
officer of Dutch descent and Elizabeth 
(Batchelder) Yohe, na woman of: 
mixed English and Amertean Indian 
parentage. Like many American 
tirls of her generation, May was 
convent-bred; but her father being 
possessed of some fortune, decided 
that his daughter should recelve her 
further education abroad, and he ac- 
cordingly sent her to Dresden, and 
Inter to Paris, where she remained 
until her cighteenth year. She was 
stil the shy young debutante, the de- 
light-of-hor.doting-father.and_mother,... 
and gave no indication of the gay 
mad-cap she was to turn out to be 
less than two years later. And 
strange os it mny seem, the meta- 
morphosis of the modest and retiring 
madden into the carefree convivinlity 
of a musical comedy singer occurred 
as the result of an invitation to sing 
n solo in a church. Her rendering 
of the sacred hymn was so pleasing 
and effective that the congregation 
wag astonished, and could scarcely 
believe that her beautiful voice was 
that of an untralned girl who had

Naturally May was fpreatly clated 
and decided to make singing her 
career. For a long time she debated 
within herself o3 to what course to 
adopt, as singing in a church choir. 
was completcly unremuncrative 
from a financial point of view while 
appearance on the stage was regarded 
as “sinful.” It remained, however, 
for Mrs. John Drew, .a_ stage 
favourite of the period, to convince 
the young girl of ‘the wisdom of 
casting aside, what religious scrup- 
leg she might feel against the. vo- 
cation ‘of a professional” songstress; 
for a3 she put it to May: “God 
endowed you with a beautiful voice 
and it would be the greatest of all 
pities If you don’t avail yourself of 
your great gift.

RESIDENTS ARM POLICE 


An SOS to headquarters at 
Ipswich quickly brought 60 police by 
car and motor-cycle.
